of Caldwell. who is working on all 
clues to locate the men charged 
with the shooting, four men in a 
Star car had passed thru Caldwell 
early Monday night. 
Outside of 


the villaKC they became uproarious 
and residents of that section called 
Sheriff .Moore. However before he 
reached the scene of the carousing;
